a rmy units, and sha ping them into special organizations of high effective­ 


ness. 
These orga niza tions are, to a drive, w ha t the d ia m ond-point is to a 


drill. 
They are counted upon to bore throu gh the enem y and m a k e way 


for the less effective, average troops to finish the business. 


It wa s this device tha t enabled the G erm a ns to m a k e such spe cta cular 


ga ins in their spring offensives in France. 


The plan, however, proves to have its disadvantages. 
The best a nd 


bra vest men in the Germa n a rm y have been k illed and disabled to a far 


grea ter extent, proportiona tely , than the others. 
T here are now few shoc k 


units left tha t ha ve a ny w here nea r ihe driving pow er show n in the spring 


and ea rly summer. 
W orse y et, the w ithd ra w a l of the se exceptional m e n 


from the rank and file of the arm y has greatly lowered the average e ne rgy 


•and mora le. 


These facts ha ve been clea rly d e m ons tr a te d in all the recent operations. 


The a vera ge German division fights m ore feebly and gives up m ore easily. 


T his a ccounts, to a considera ble extent, for recent allied successes. 
G e r m a ny 


is now pa y ing the na tura l pena lty for the victories she recently won by so 


thriftless expenditure of her best fighting stuff. 


The a llies ha ve pursued the norm al, rational plan of leaving the ir best 


individua l fighters exa ctly w here they were, to k eep up the av e ra ge u nit 


strength. 
After long a nd hard pum m elling, they are now reaping the ir 


reward in seeing a lmost a ny allied unit prove its superiority over any G e r ­ 


man unit whenever they are evenly m a tched In battle. 


This is especia lly true, perha ps, of the A m erican arm y, which as yet has 


lost few of its best men, and in which the re 
is a larger av e rage of first-class 


ma teria l tha n there ever wa s in t he G erm a n arm y. 
G eneral P e r s hing can 


ta ke a ny America n unit at ra ndom, and send it into b attle k now ing t ha t it 


w ill fight with a vigor and da sh equa l to tha t of the best troops the k aiser 


ever had. 
O ur entire a r m y today is composed of shock troops, while G e r ­ 


m a ny ’s ha ve va nished. T ha t is w hy we beat the H u ng always a nd e v e r y­ 


where.
